Mre ¥eod tells me that 
there ia no question cf their being absolutely germine, 
and apparertly they are cf the types described by Betts 
in his American Colonial History, iliustrated by Contem- 
porary Medals, on pages 82 and 83. The larger piece I 
think likely tc be No.163; ths smaller one is not so easy 
te identify absolutely, but aparently it is omé of the other 
numbers. Ye have specimena of both varieties. 


You. will note that the dtte on the medal described as. 
Nool61 is 1714, and presumably the othere were iseved about 
the same timey or shortly thereafter. From the nete at the 
bottom ef page 82, however, there seems some question as to 
whether thie date is actually on the medal. If the exact 
location of the Indian greves could be learnad, it might be 
a help.
